*xk ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RC USB, Sat Dec 31 at 1500-1545, 1615 recheck, 
NO show by LRA36 into Uruguay or best Argentine SDR, so that’s it for 
2022 Cycle; managed only 20 minutes on Wed Dec 28. If they are ina 
midsummer break, I would dearly like to get another hour of shuteye 
these mornings (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RCUSB, Wed Jan 4 at 1457-1539, never any 
signal from LRA36 into Argentine remote. Perhaps in midsummer hiatus; 
I may quit checking Wed & Sat. Maybe Manuel Méndez or someone can find 
out their plans and/or monitor when already awake (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. 9819.106, Dec 29 at 0725, JBA carrier from R. Nove de 
Julho. That's all I ever hear from this overnight station, but no 
doubt about it due to offset frequency. Gary Pence found a fine signal 
into an Argentine remote and recorded the ID at 0600, which is heard 
on WOR 2171; frequency display exactly the same as I measured it 
independently. Claimed to be on °°9820°*° (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. Re 9819.106, as heard on WOR 2171 tnx to Gary Pence, from 
Ben Dawson of Hatfield-Dawson Consulting Engineers: ~*Glenn, Thank you 
for playing the recording of the station ID by R. Nove de Julho from 
its shortwave transmission. The 100 kW RNJ. medium wave on 1600 uses 
an antenna feed system that we designed and that Steve Lockwood and I 
implemented. The MW antenna has much higher voltages than the local 
design engineer predicted, and so we designed and Harris Broadcast 
fabricated antenna tuning equipment that used techniques we would 
normally have employed for a much higher power facility in order to 
handle the voltages. Even our Brazilian engineering colleague was 


unaware that RNJ was still operating the shortwave transmitter. Ben’ °

*x*x CANADA [and non]. 1610 kHz, Jan 1, 2023 at 0223 UT, Spanish music 
presumed CHHA Toronto, again with a het about 1610.65. This time it 
appears to come from around my desktop not near the radio in another 
room and even further from the LW antenna. IDs are sparse, but with 
1610 reaching S9+10/20 at 0611, unusually I bring up the CHHA stream 
and confirm it’s // a few seconds apart (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CANADA. 7850 RCUSB, Dec 31 at 0725, NO signal from CHU: must be 
off, not propped out since 6754 USB bears usual good S9+10 signal from 
CHR, Trenton Military. 3330 CHU is still audible but rather weak, 
S7/S9. At 1610, third CHU channel, 14670 is OK, unheard on 7850. What 
does System Status show?

14670 RC USB, Dec 31, 2022 at 2357, we choose to 
greet the Universal New Year with CHU rather than WWV, heard past 0000 
UT Jan 1, 2023; S$9+10/20 here but still absent from 7850, very poor on 
3330. At 0248 I notice what sounds like Cuban pulse jamming peaking 
aboout 7835 and 7847, spurs? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA. 7850 CUSB, Jan 2 at 1914, this CHU is still off, but 14670 
CUSB is on. The clueless/useless System Status page still does not 
acknowledge:

*k CHINA [and non]. 9455, Jan 4 at 1636, dominant Chinese vs music 
from an understation and making SAH of 264/minute = 4.4 Hz, probably 
CNR1 jammer vs WRMI, not a good share with USAGM drawing the jam 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 5024, Dec 29 at 0737, Rebelde ID in passing, $9+10/20 but 
distorted. Someone mispunched instead of 5025; even worse for 5020 
Solomons listeners. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11670, Dec 29 at 0729, RHC news in Spanish, S9/+10, the SSOB 
by far with only a few JBA carriers elsewhere on 25m. This one is 
supposed to off much earlier and has been caught before in unscheduled 
English. Only one other lower RHC is still on: 


6165, Dec 29 at 0730, S8/S9 of dead air, only RHC still on except 
11670. Somethings’ always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 9710, 11760, 13700 and no spurs, 15140, 15230, Dec 29 at 
1534-1543, all these RHC active again initially with // piano music 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 6165, Dec 30 at 0728, S9+10/20 of dead air from RHC; likewise 
only other still on, 11670 at S5/S9. But is the dead air in English 
and/or Spanish? Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13680, Dec 30 at 2112, RHC in Brazuguese but suptorted with 
hum; 15140 in French with hum. Somethings’ always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 10080, Dec 31 at 0714, RHC Spanish again mistuned to second 
harmonic of 5040 where there is only a JBA carrier. $9+10/20 
overmodistorted. 


5025, OTOH, Dec 31 at 0715, R. Rebelde is $9+20/30 on fundamental, 
with NO harmonic on 10050; similar overmodistortion to 10080. 
Something’s always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6165, Dec 31 at 0717, RHC Spanish S9+10 but undermodulated, 
// 10080; At 0719, only other is 6100, S9+20 with good modulation in 
Spanish, wrong language instead of English. Something's always wrong 
at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 9710, Dec 31 at 1601* tuned in RHC ID just a few seconds 
before cut off air. 13700 was already off well before 1600. What else? 
By 1607, 11760 & much weaker 15140 still on as sked, but at 1608 so is 
stronger S9+10 unsked 15230. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, Dec 31, 2022 at 2257, S9/+10 of dead air or maybe JBM, 
toward end of the nominal 2200 hour in English, but fracassed more 
often than not. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, Jan 1, 2023 at 0810, only RHC still on and with weekly 
Esperanto, S9/+10 but JBM under hum level. Something’s always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 11760, Jan 2 at 2315, S9+30/40 of dead air except for hum. 
11850 at 2317 is S$9+20/25 and attains just barely modulation, with hum 
and much weaker parasitic spurs 11840 & 11860 vs residual jamming. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See also CHINA 
[non] 


xx CUBA. 10080, Jan 3 at 2210, RHC Spanish at S9+10, yet again 
mistuned up on second harmonic of 5040 where nothing detectable yet; 
while 5025 Rebelde fundamental and no 10050, is JBA, only S7/S8. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 10080, Jan 4 at 0725, RHC Spanish S3/S6 but nothing on proper 
fundamental 5040 of mistuned transmitter. Something’s always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, Jan 4 at 0730, S9/+10 of dead air except for hum; 6165 
S9/+10 DA and no hum. Should be final hour of English. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx EGYPT. 9439.995, Dec 30 at 2203, no R. Cairo English signal into 
UTwente; something's amiss at Abis (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx EGYPT. 9439.995, Jan 2 at 2117, R. Cairo enters another year of 
abject failure, no signal today in English into UTwente. Something's 


always amiss at Abis (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx INDONESIA. 7290-, Jan 1, 2023, at 0807, JBA carrier presumed RRI 
Nabire, even weaker than 7260 Vanuatu (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx KIRITIMATI. 846 kHz, Dec 29 at 0744, R. Kiribati the only 9 kHz 
split JBA MW carrier audible now (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 
2171) 


*xk KIRITIMATI [and non]. 846 kHz, Dec 31 at 0730, JBA carrier from R. 
Kiribati. Only other 9/kHz split JBA carrier is 1017: Strongly suspect 
A3Z, TONGA, already an hour+ past 0626 UT sunset at Nuku'alofa per 
gaisma.com. By 1100 UT it shall be 2023 there; by 1000 UT on Xmas I 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx KIRITIMATI. 846 kHz, Jan 1, 2023 after 0700, no signal from R. 
Kiribati, presumed off for another silent Sunday, and Gary Pence 
agrees. Nor any other 9/kHz split carriers audible here (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx KIRITIMATI. 846 kHz, Jan 2 at 0730, JBA carrier confidently from R. 
Kiribati, London, where it’s way past LSS; while there is nothing in 
Europe more than 3 kW Ireland, and higher powers beyond are well past 
LSR; and no other split carriers audible except 711 likely Western 
Sahara, q.v. (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk KIRITIMATIL. 846, Jan 4 at 0732, JBA carrier the only 9/kHz split 
detectable, surely R. Kiribati (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk MADAGASCAR [and non]. 15360, Jan 2 at 1924, talk in unknown 
language, S9/+10 but JBM! Scheduled is AWR in Hausa thisaway at 
1900-1930. The best strength extracontinental signal on any band 9-18 
MHz now in degraded propagation. Hardly any VOA Botswana on 15580 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx MEXICO. 6185, Dec 29 at 0733, XEPPM is S7/S9, good modulation, 
soprano in English with *‘I know that my redeemer liveth’*. Let us 
classify as a bit of classical among eclectic format rather than 
conversion to gospehuxterism. One redeeming aspect of religionism is 
the great music it has inspired, even for the Secular (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


*xk MONGOLIA. 7260: see VANUATU [and non]! 


**x NETHERLANDS [non]. 5950, Sun Jan 1, 2023, The Mighty KBC at its new 
time and station, WRMI relay. At 2201 it’s S9/+10 fading, hardly a 
solid signal in mostly day-path from much closer transmitter than 
ex-Germany 5960 over night-path at 00-02 Sundays. Direct reception 


will improve during the bihour, but worsen from week to week thru 
Summer Solstice as there is more and more light on the path NW from 
FL. If stuck at same time competing with WBCQ musical programming, 
should migrate to a higher band by A-23 if not sooner. Normally, WBCQ 
could expect better reception but 7490 is still down leaving ‘Marion's 
Attic’ on a substitute JBA 5130 carrier direct. Must get Maryland SDR 
going to hear that at -52 Hz offset = 5129.948, S6/S7. By A-23 during 
DST at earlied UT hour of 21, M’A on 7490 will again be unusable the 
rest of season. Of course WBCQ *°7490°° webcast is still running with 
5130 programming before R. Angela which is deliberately unwebbed; 
while WRMI*s only stream is of 9955 programming (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xk NIGERIA. 7255-, Dec 29 at 0735, VON turned on at $5/S7 but dead air 
or JBM (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

*x*x NORTH AMERICA. 6955 USB, Dec 31, 2022 immediately at 2326.8 
tune-in, *‘This is Outhouse Radio, without a doubt’*, song, S7/S9, 
still at 2355.

“The sad part is, if I lived another mile west I'd be able to get them 
(Oklahoma news channels),” said Dempsey, a Republican from Valliant 
whose district covers all of McCurtain County and southern LeFlore 
County.

McCurtain County is an orphan county, a term coined by researchers to 
describe areas that receive little to no in-state public affairs 
coverage or political advertisements because of their media market 
placement. 


Orphan counties can be found scattered across Oklahoma. Cimarron, 
Texas and Beaver counties in the Panhandle receive television news 
from Amarillo, Texas. Stations in Fort Smith, Ark., serve Sequoyah and 
Le Flore counties...*°

Washington Twp, NJ. It was reported to be running DX tests every night 
for 30 days at 0500, until permanently? closing down. My first try for 
it. Then I bring up a remote near DC in Maryland: still nothing among 
the jumble. But at 0538 & 0548 I do detect some Morse code in the 
jumble via SDR in Fair Hill MD; 0550 a continuous tone. Always too 
much QRM for definite ID, but did make out an N sometime, anda J. 
After DE the next letter did not seem to be a W. It would have been 
more helpful to send little but the ID slowly over and over. But 
surely this could have been nothing else. For a while the major signal 
on 1360 was an ad for truckers. In NRC AM Log, WNJC shown as Spanish, 
5000/800 watts, and direxional slightly CCW from southward. This is in 
southern NJ, and there is another NJ on 1360 to the north, in Newton. 


This was the notification: *“*ARC mv-eko items 27 Dec --- WNIC 1360 AM 
DX Tests will be going dark in about 30 days. Until then I will be 
playing a DX test at Midnight EST every night, for 1 hour. This is the 
Black Coffee DX Test that Les Rayburn created. Sad moment but after 25 
years of working on WNJC it may be coming to an end. If the stars 
align, I may get it back on the air with-in a year otherwise enjoy 
this last chance to hear WNJC 1360 AM from Washington Township NJ 
(Duke Hamann, WNJC 1360 AM DX Tests FB group 23.12.2022)°°

WRTH 2022, not mentioning 7260 but referring to 4830 & 4895, says 
“All SW txs are officially scheduled to be on the air on a regular 
basis 2300-0500 & 0700-1500°*. Such a schedule would cause further 
confusion with Vanuatu and even less should persuade it to move again, 
perhaps to 5040/3945 + harmonix (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x VANUATU [and non]. 7260: I notified Adrian Sainsbury, RNZ about the 
QRMongolia as in my last report, and he promptly replied that he would 
get on it pronto; apparently is a frequency advisor for R. Vanuatu 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU [and non]. 7890, Jan 3 at 0752, JBA carrier for the first 
time in weeks, so RV must have moved to harmonicizing 3945 as I 
suggested, to avoid QRMongolia on 7260.

Reception on the former 7260 was infinitely better 
for me! 7260, No Mongolia 0830+ UT and no Vanuatu.** So remains to be 
heard whether VOM remain active on 7260 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 7260, Jan 4 at 0721, no signal from R. Vanuatu; but at 
0723, JBA carrier on 7890 in HNL, nothing on 11835 and like last night 
NZ 13755 is also JBA carrier, so RV must again be on 3945 + harmonix;

Confusingly confirmed thus: **Manuel Méndez, Lugo, Spain: Vanuatu 
today, 04-01 on 7260, heard from 0550 to 0659x*, in parallel with 
11835. At 0659 closed on 7260 and only heard in 11835.°° Any time of 
7260 being // 11835 does not make sense if they have only one 
transmitter which has to be on 3945 to produce 11835 (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


*x*x WESTERN SAHARA. 711 kHz, Jan 2 at 0730 UT, only 9/kHz split JBA 
carrier, besides Kiritimati 846; remnant from the 300 kW Moroccan 
imperialist SNRT station is far more likely this late than anything 
further into Afroeurasia. Gaisma.com considers W.S. a separate country 
from Morocco like we do and shows today’s al-'Ayin SR at 0943 local, 
i.e. UT+1 but italicized as if DST were in force now, which would mean 
0743 UT. At timeanddate.com search you have to spell it all-'‘Ayun but 
eventually leads to

also as a separate country, which shows today’s SR at 8:42 am local in 
UT+1 = 0742 UT. So westward prop from this NW tip of Africa is still 
possible and for some minutes longer still in the dark. Six months 
from now circa Summer Solstice, LSR will be as early as 0603 UT. Note 
also, that at long. 13.2 west, this ought to be in the middle of the 
UT MINUS ONE timezone! So if ever observing UT+2 would be triple-DST 
like western China (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1386, Jan 3 at 0354 UT earlier than usual complete 9/kHz 
split bandscan for JBA carriers, such as Benin on 1566? Only one 
audible is here, worst possible spot next to blasting 1390 local KCRC. 
If not a coincidental spur out of that, what have we TAs in WRTH? O 


yes, a neat catch would be 75 kW Radio Baltic Waves, Lithuania, which 
relays Ukraine et al. Not much else: 50 kW in Kenya, 10 kW in Egypt, 
1-watt LPAMs in UK, unknown power in Greece (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5051, open carrier I am still hearing at various night 
times as of Jan 1, but weaker than before. Art Delibert had replied on 
Dec 29: 

““FYI, the carrier on 5051 is already fading in here -- first noted at 
a very weak level when I tuned in at about 2042, but growing stronger. 
FWIW, it's strongest with the SAL-12 antenna pointed north, but that 
may not mean anything -- it may just be the direction from which I've 
got the lowest local noise (which is fierce this time of year b/c of 
holiday lights). Regards, Art Delibert, North Bethesda, MD** (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 15360, Dec 31 at 1609, wailing at S8/9+10 with flutter, 
unseems Christian, then talk in unknown language. Nothing in Big 3 
schedules at this hour; AWR via Sri Lanka to Pakistan not scheduled 
until 1630. AWR also sked later on 15360 via SL or Madagascar. Some 
NYE extension? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
